Director Jobn Schroers at the Head of a Movement Which He Be-
lieves Likely to Have a Successful Termination—Commission
May Be Bent to Convey Message to the Emperor.

Kalser Wiihelm of Germany may visit
the Loulsiana Purchase Exposition.

A strorg. concerted effort, which has en-
listed many of the agencles which are po-
tentia]l with the German State Department,
is being made to bring about the visit, and
some encouragement has already been re-
celved.,

World's Falr Director John Schroers, a
leader among the Germans in St. Louis, I8
at the head of the movement.

No German Emperor has crossed the At-
lantie since “the Holy Roman Emplre” was
founded, but the traditions which date from
i‘harlemagne’s time have no binding force
fn the Twentleth Century.

Director Schroers opens] the way tenta-
tively by writing to a confidential corre-
spondent in the German Forelgn Office at
Feriln, whose answers, though entirely un-
offictal, did not discourage the hope that
the Emperor might be Induced to lgnore
precedent and tradition, and honor the Falr
with his presence. While only the Initlal ang
formal steps have been taken by Mr. Echro-
ork, the way has been paved for Govern-
ment action, with an opportunity for sue-

cially to the attention of the World's Fair
Directory,” says Mr. Schroers, “it will be
in order to ask President McKinley to ex-
tond a formal Invitation and appoint a
commission of distingulshed German-Ameri-
cans Lo 8oL as specia]l envoys to present It
With it of course, will be presented an In-
vitation from the Loutsiana Purchase Ex-
position Company, from the Mayor of St

Louis and from the Governor of Missouri,
which it is purposed to re-enforce by spe-
cial Invitatlons, one from the of
the Loulsinnn Purchass States, in which the
Governors of all the Etates of the Union
will be msked to joln; a second from the
editors of the M2 German papers published
in the United States, and a third from the
Mayora of the principal cities,

INTEREST IN THE VIsIT

WOULD BE WIDESPREAD.

“If the Emperor accepis, the rallroads
probakly will find It hard to get together
cars enough to accommodate those from ail
parta of the United States who will come to
receive him. The population of the Unlted
States probably Inciudes st least 30000000

A special Interest in seeing the Emperor.
Their interest, however, would scarcely ex-
ceed that of other elements of the peonle.

When asked what names he would sug-

to select men of iInternational reputation,
such distinguished German-Americans as
Carl Schurz, Doctor Emil Preetorius and
Professor Munsterberg of Harvard College,

“There is no reason that other sovereigns
should not be Invited in the same way. If
King Edward of England were pressingly
invited, as It l» purposed to Invite the Em-
peror of Germany. 1 see no reason why he
should not accepl. A similar invitation
might be extended to the Czar of Russia™
